Wilburn, of the 
Highway Board, said that the depart- 
ment has cash in the bank ready to 
pay for the projects in the event that 
the federal government refuses to ap- 
prove the lettings.

He 
has predicted the revenue bill could 
be passed by August 1. 

Spearhead of the republican drive 
in the senate was one of the New 
Deal’s most consistent critics, Sena-

tor Hastings, of Delaware. He had 
the support of the *party leader, Sen- 
ator McNary, and most of the re- 
publican regulars.

Japanese Steamer Sinks 
After Striking Freight- 
er in Japanese Waters.

OSAKA, Japan, July 3.—(Wednes- 
day)—(#)—The small Japane:> cruise 
steamer Midori Maru, crowded with 
holiday passengers, collided with a 
freighter early today in Japan’s in- 
land sea and sank with loss of 104 
lives. 

High seas and a dense fog hampered 
rescue vperations and hope was vir- 
tually abandoned for the missing at 
5 a. m., four hours after the collision. 
- Rescue véasela and. the-Senzan 
Maru, freighcer with which the Midori 
Maru crashed, picked up 147 passen- 
gers and crew of the passenger steam- 
er from the durkened waters. 


At daylizht the Senzan Marw aband- 
oned rescue efforts but police boats 
and other smali craft, which hurried 
to the scene of the disaster from the 
near-by shore, continued to cruise 
around in eearch of survivors. 


The 1,725 ton Midori Maru was

 $3,0/9,000,000 


National Debt Rises to 
$28,700,000,000, .1934-35 
Figures Reveal. 


WASHINGTON, July 2.—(/)— 
Another bulky annual deficit—$3,575,- 
000,000 this time—was revealed to- 
day, evoking official assertions that 
only through sustained business re- | 
covery can the scales of governmental 
finance be made to sag on the “reve-. 
nue” side. 

With complete figures for the fiscal 
year which ended Saturday showing a 
national debt risen to $28,700,000,000, 
treasury spokesmen otherwise saw but 
two available methods for reducing 
that total and these. somewhat remov- 
ed in peint of time. 

Kventually, it was said, the treasury 
plans to apply all of its gold profits— 
more than $2,S800,000,000—to reducing 
the public debt and is counting, too, 
on cashing in some $3,500,000,000 in 
assets which now back recovery loans 
of many types. 

Cumulative Deficit. 

The figures published today at the 
treasury showed a cumulative deficit 
of $14,663,000,000 for five lean de- 
pression years, of which $9,246,000,- 
000 was rolled up during President 
Roosevelt’s term in office. Since he 
was inaugurated the government thas 
collected $8,097,000,000 and has spent 
$17.343,000,000, 

The *half-decade, too, saw the na- 
tional debt rise from its lowest. post- 
war point to its highest level in his- 
tory. It jumped upward by $12,674,- 
000,000 from its level of $16,026,000,- 
000 in December 1930 to the $28,700,- 
000,000 reported today. 

Officials noted from today’s figures 
the fact that revenues were some 
$685,000,000 greater than a year ago 
and topped the last budget estimates, 
made six months ago, by more than 
$88,000,000

National banking laws require the 
issuance of at least three calls per 
year for condition statements. 

While the dates are optional, one 
cali usually is timed as of the close 
of the fiscal year in order that a com- 
parative history of banking may be 
maintained. 

In recent years it also has been 
the practice to issue a call as of the 
close of business each calendar year. 


Today’s call marks the second is- 
suec thus far this year. 

Coincident with the comptroller’s 
call, the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation issued a similar one fer 
the condition of all insured state 
banks net members of the Federal Re- 
serve System. Such calls have been 
sent out twice before, one for June 
50 and the other for December 31, 
1934, condition.

FERRIS AND 2 WOMEN 
ARE AWAITING TRIAL 


Arraignment by Thursday Is 
Prosecutor’s Plan; Trio 
May Get Life. 


DETROIT, July 2.—()—Two be- 
draggied women, former dancers in 
cheap burlesque theaters, waited tear- 
fully in their cells today for arraign- 
ment on murder charges for their part 
in the robbery plot which ended in 
the slaying of Howard Carter Dick- 
inson. 

With the women—Loretta Jackson, 
27, and her sister, Florence, 24—will 
be arraigned William Lee Ferris, 26, 
who has confessed he fired the shots 
which killed the New York attorney 
in Rouge park here early last Thurs- 
day morning. 

“The three will be 
first-degree murder,” said Prosecutor 
Dunean C. McCrea, “but the arraign- 
ment may not take place until Thurs- 
day. There are still a few points to 
he cleared up in this case.” 

One a State Witness. 

McCrea indicated Jean Miller, 23, 
the third member of the trio of “en- 
tertainers” who lured Dickinson from 
‘his hotel to his tryst with death in 
the robbery whicn yielded the perpe- 
trators $134, would be used as a state 
witness. 

The case may move speedily to a 
close with the arraignments. All four 
have confessed, and from one of their 
attorneys came intimations today they 
might plead guilty. The maximum 
penalty for the crime they had admit- 
ted is life imprisonment. 

Bervard A. Boggio, chief assistant 
prosecutor, said Ernest Goodman, 
Ferris’ attorney, had told him he 
probably would advise Ferris to re- 
}peat his confession in court. John 
Bucerzan, the Jackson sisters’ lawyer, 
did not comment on courthouse re- 
ports his clients would follow the 
same course. 

McCrea and Chief of Detectives 
Fred W. Frahm scoffed at Ferris’ of- 
fer to assist them in finding Merton 
Ward Goodrich, mad _ trap-drummer, 
sought for the slaying of 11-year-old 
Lillian Gallaher here last September, 
if they would “go easy” on him.

‘Welch Wizard’ Returns To 
Political Wars; Praises

LONDON, July 2.—()—David 
Lloyd George, fiery wartime prime 
minister, today cited “powerful inter- 
ests” fighting the Roosevelt New Deal 
as illustrative of the kind of oppo- 
sition his own “new deal” must face 
in Britain. 

Addressing the Council of Action 
for Peace and Reconstruction, the 
little white-haired “Welsh wizard” 
marked his “reluctant” return to the 
political wars by saying: 

“As far as I am concerned, I mean 
to go on with it.

“The interests against us are very 
powerful,” the. 72-year-old 
George told his cheering audience. 

“They are fighting Roosevelt in 
America now because he is trying to 
emancipate the country from the grip 
of high finance. 

“You will find exactly the same in- 
terests here, and unless we organize 
counter-pressure, they will triumph 
here as they have done elxewhere,” 

Warning the delegates “not to un- 
derrate what we can accomplish.” the 
British new deal advocate said, “i 
is wonderful what a number of rest- 
lute men who mean business and, who 
are not afraid of trying unaccustomed 
paths can achieve. History is full of 
such examples, and we mean to add 
another.” 

Calling for determined effort to re- 
store “peace and prosperity,” Lloyd 
George said his non-partisan council 
would put to every candidate in the 
forthcoming general election “ques- 
tions the answers to which no man 
of honor can escape.” 

If the answers are satisfactory, he 
said, “we must support them without 
reference to any party consideration.” 

The war premier, reviewing pros- 
pects for peace in Europe, said “It 
seems to me the situation from the 
view of peace is in many respects 
worse than before 1914. Then every- 
body, as now, was talking about 
peace but everyone, just as now, was 
preparing feverishly for war.”

STOP SIGN? WASHINGTON, July 2.—The utility lobby is being 
blamed for the house insurrection against President 
Roosevelt. It did its part. The bombardment of letters from widowed 
and orphaned investors back home was very effective. But there was 
more behind the insurrection than the lobby. ° 

The blunt truth is a larger number of democratic congressmen are 
coming around to the view that they must stop Mr. Roosevelt, that he 
is going too far. «Their secret resentment and public praise of the ad- 
ministration is an old story. But what has happened since the new tax 
program was submitted is a new and more important one. 

You can get the proper slant on it if you consider that a swtich of 
four votes would have defeated the New Deal shipping bill in the house 
last week; that there are democrats now working privately to block and 
postpone action on Mr. Roosevelt’s tax program. 

In other words, the silent “stop Roosevelt’ movement among mem- 
bers of his own party has gained unexpected headway. 


CHANCES The President has always put down such backstage surges 
before, although he has not been up against anything 
quite like this. For one thing, his patronage and relief bait is now run- 
ning low. Most of the patronage already has been distributed. The 
relief set-up is being conducted in such a way that it does not provide 
many fish for the seals. Also, the full force of the White House legis- 
lative lobby (Messrs. West, Hurja and Corcoran) was thrown into the 
house utility contest, but could not even make the issue close. 
However, the prestige of the White House is great. If skillfully 
used, it should save the remainder of the program. 
Certain well-advised financial interests:do not think so. That is why

Relaxation 
of these tense muscles is a means of 
quieting undesirable mental or emo- 
tional states. 


In reference to shifting, restlessness, 
grimaces, tics and other manifesta- 
tions, Dr. Edmund Jacobson, in his 
work on “Progressive Relaxation,” 
(University of Chicago Press) explains 
that what the parent calls “the feel- 
ing of nervousness” consists of the 
varied sensations from the disorderly 
muscular tensions, voluntary and in- 
voluntary, that mark his responses to 
environment. The work mentioned is 
too technical for laymen, but Dr.

basis of state’s rights a New York 
man is a citizen of his own state and 
New York’s federal taxes should be 
no more than enough to pay New 
York's share of the cost of the na- 
tional government. That would in- 
clude national defense and all the 
normal federal services but would ex- 
clude local or sectional improvement 
and poor-relief in other states. 
would also exclude _ pig-prevention 
bounties and royalties on plowed-un- 
der crops in excess of the total paid 
to New York farmers. 

On the other hand, Arizona, for ex- 
ample, should not be permitted to 
draw on the national treasury for 
more money than Arizona contributes 
in taxes, even though Arizona should 
starve and go bolshevik for the lack 
of this assistance. New York is not 
Arizona’s keeper but merely a fellow 
member of a society of states. 


States 
Slipping. 


That is not thé way of 
things in practical ex- 
perience, however, for 
the New York man 
thinks of Arizona as part of his coun- 
try, indistinguishable from his own 
state, and looks upon any serious 
calamity to a sister state as a na- 
tional misfortune, The feeling is mu- 
tual, of course, barring a_ slight 
prejudice against New York in other 
parts of the country. The citizen pf 
Arizona regards New York as a a © 
of his country. It may be true that 
New York gets the breaks and drains 
wealth out of other states, but the 
other states "by the exercise of their 
state rights should be able to make 
tariffs or check the flow of money 
over their borders. 

That is if state rights are as sacred 
and as real as they are supposed to be. 

The reality is, of course, that states 
have ceased to exist in many impor- 
tant respects. They have even thrown 
up the sponge in their struggle with 
the bandit and kidnaper and passed 
along the principal responsibility to 
the so-called G-men of the Depart- 
ment of Justice. Certain states have 
realized that some of their sisters are 
better off and have undertaken to 
equalize this advantage by putting the 
bee on the national treasury when- 
ever a fat check arrives there from 
New York or New Jersey, Pennsyl- 
vania or Illinois. 

The 


wealthy state has no state 
rights in this respect. Its defense is 
to mooch with equal vigor and 
rapacity. Thus, New York and IIli- 
nois, for example, have mooched 
money for public works which they 
did not need merely because they 
realized that if they didn’t get it for 
themselves it would only be given to 
other states. 


Dutch In this process the states 
have come to regard the 
Uncle. Union as their Dutch uncle 
and to look to the national 
government for money and _ services 
which they ought to provide them- 
selves if they insist upon their rights. 
Originally the Union was intended to 
be supported by the states through a 
sort of kitty, but that idea has been 
lost sight of. The states now look to 
the Uni.n for money and services. 
The majority of the people, if not 
all of them, in this generation have 
no feeling that they are citizens of 
any one state but think of themselves 
merely as Americans. There are some 
sub-classifications, such as the New 
Englanders and the southerners, but 
these are merely sentimental. The 
allegiance of the people is given to 
the Stars and Stripes. How many 
people know the design of their re- 
spective state flags and the mottoes 
on their state seals? Does anyone 
thrill at the sight of the folds of the 
state flag of South Dakota? 
| It is puzzling to hear the most in- 
sistent demand for the preservation 
| of state rights issuing from men who 
supported the prohibition amendment 
| to the constitution. For that amend- 
| ment, next to the income-tax amend- 
ment. was the one which trod most 
| heavily on the rights of the individual 
; States. Yet Mr. Frank O. (Grass- 
Roots) Towden, the ex-Governor of 
Illinois, fought hard to be nominated 
for President by the republicans at a 
time when the republican party was 


firmly committed to the proposition | 


that the people of Illinois might be 
shot, imprisoned and invaded in their 
homes on suspicion of violating a 
curious prejudice of the people of 
Mississippi. An in the end it was not 
Illinois. with all her rights, which 
broke Al Capone but the federal gov- 
ernment operating under the income- 
tax amendment. 


The fear of the 
state’s rights peo- 
ple is that the 
abrogation of 
those rights would result in a great 
concentration of power in the national 
government. But the power is con-

NEGOTIATIONS TOOPEN 
ON NEW NRA SET-UP 


Roosevelt Directs Govern- 
ment Seek Voluntary In- 
dustrial Agreements. 


‘ WASHINGTON, July 2.—P)— 
Government-business negotiations on 
voluntary industrial agreements to re- 
place NRA’s dead code structure to- 
caf wer directed by President Roose- 
ve 


In a White House conference with 
federal trade commissioners, Attorney- 
General Cummings and James ‘L. 
O’Neill, NRA chief, he designated the 
commission to arrange fair trade 
practice agreements. 

NRA was authorized, simultaneous- 
ly, to assist in making voluntary un- 
derstandings on labor  provisions— 
minimum wages, maximum hours and 
abolition of child Jabor. 

The order to go ahead without wait- 
ing for possible legislation for a re- 
turn to some type of compulsory codes 
was regarded a further indication Mr, 
Roosevelt would not ask congress for 
a new law this session. 

In the arrangement reached at the 
White House today. several) details 
remained to be worked out, For ex- 
ample, it was not known definitely 
whether the commission’s fair compe- 
tition agreements would include labor 
provisions. 

Further conferences between the 
commission and NRA were to be held. 
At first glance NRA apparently lost 
more power, with the trade commis- 
sion emerging as the dominant agency. 

Chairman Ewing L. Davis, of the 
commission, said 52 industries had 
made more or less formal inquiries 
concerning trade practice agreements, 
He added that ‘the commission was 


prepared to start work at once. 

The commission’s agreements have 
been in use for many years. They 
are similar to the trade practice sec- | 
tions of old NRA codes, except that 
they did not attempt price-fixing and 
production control. Nor did they in- 
clude labor provisions. 

The’ commission has what it de- 
scribes as Group 1 and Group 2 prac- 
tice standards. In Group 1 are in- 
cluded provisions which the courts 
have given the commission power to 
enforce, 

Group 2 provisions are those which 
have not been tested in the courts 
and are therefore enforceable only 
voluntarily. 

There was a possibility wage and 
hour agreements, as work out by 
NRA, could be included in this second 
group. It was not believed likely 
many industries would ask for wage 
and hour agreements without fair 
practice standards.

They attended a 
(uantrell reunion in’ Kansas City in 
1916. The following year, Dalton 
was hurt in a street car accident and 
velkee -em crutches until-his death 
at 77. 
| The outlaw band had disbanded 
before Mrs. Dalton met Kit. It was 
not until years later that she learned 
of his career. He was introduced to 
her in Logan county, Kentucky, as 
a doctor.

WATER FOR CITIES. , 

A large city usés a vast amount of | 
water each day. The people of New| 
York city draw about 900,000,000 gal-| 
lons of water per day from their} 
water system, more than 100 gallons | 
for each person. This includes water | 
for cooking, washing clothes, bathing 
and other purposes besides drinking. 
It is far more than is used for each 

‘rson in cities of Europe. Liverpool, 
ongland, for examples, consumes about 
35 gallons per person per day. 

New York's water supply comes 
largely from mountain streams, Reser- | 
yvoirs in the Catskill mountains give. 
a steady supply to the huge city. 


Chicago is only about half as large 


is more nearly pure than if taken 
from a point close to the shore. — 
River water is used by many cities. 
Such water may be unclean, and any 
city or village which makes use of it 
should take the greatest care. The 
intakes are fitted with screens to 
keep out fish, as well as driftwood and 
other floating objects. Chlorine is 
used very widely to kill bacteria be- 
fore they can harm those who drink 
the water. Often the water is fil- 
tered. Some cities using river water 
have excellent health records; but 
this result can be attained only when 
officials keep close guard. Indeed, the 
public hea'th department must be on 


constant watch no matter what tbe

Continued flow of black rust re- 
ports from the wheat belt, although 
diminished in volume, failed to spur 
lagging buying power. An advance 
of around seven cents during -the 
previous three days over prices pre- 
vailing a week ago had so weaken- 
ed the martet’s technical position that 
rallies were not maintained. In ad- 
dition, bulls were disappointed by fa- 
vorable harvesting weather south- 
west, weakness in Liverpool wheat 
and bearish interpretation of the pri- 
vate crop estimates, 

Whe. : closed 1-4 to 7-8-cent below 
the previous finish, September 87 to 
87 1-4, and corn was 1 3-8 lower 
to 3-8 higher, September 75 3-4 to 
7-8. Oats dipped 1-2 to 7-8, rye 7-8 
to 1 1-8 ane barley was unchanged 
to 1 cent off. 

Opening easy, wheat prices rallied 
to above the previous close before is- 
suance of the Chicago experts’ crop 
reports. Subsequently, the market de- 
clined arovnd two cents with only a 
mild recovery before the close. Just 
before tracing ended a leading house 
had a message reporting the uncon- 
firmed appearance of black rust at 
a point in Manitoba province in the 
Canadian wheat belt. Previously re- 
ports of black rust in South Dakota 
and North Dakota had been received. 

The average of the private fore- 
casts indicated a 1935 winter and 
spring wheat crop of 707,000,000 
bushels in the United States com- 
pared with 709,000,000 a month azo. 
This was considered bearish in view 
of the continued reports of damage. 

December corn displayed extreme 
weakness, reflecting largely the ex: 
perts’ estimates on 1935 production 
which averaged 2.151,000,000 bushels 
compared with 1, 381 ,000,000 last year. 
Oats followed corn. 

Provisions were about steady.

WASHINGTON, July. 2.—(#)—A 
new graduated plan for making bene- 


fit payments to signers of the pro- 
posed four-year wheat production con- 
trol contracts was approved today by 


farmers attending a conference with 


AAA officials. 

Under the scheme agreed upon by 
the farmers, the final benefit payment 
each year would be adjusted upward 
or downward according to the actual 
difference between the average farm 
price and the parity price during the 
year. Parity is regarded as the price 
at which the commodity will have a 
purchasing power equal to that it had 
during the pre-war period of 1909- 
1914. 


A deduction from the final payment 
each would be made to*meet local ad- 
ministrative expenses, 

Consideration was given also to a 
suggestion that the entire benefit pay- 
ment to each farmer be made by one 
check instead of two as at present.
